intracartilaginous, intracavitary, intracelial, intracelebellar, intracerebro ventricular, intracolic, 
intracervical, intragastric, intrahepatic, intramyocardial, intraosteal, intrapelvic, intrapericardiac, 
intraperitoneal, intrapleural, intraprostatic, intrapulmonary, intrarectal, intrarenal, intraretinal, 
intraspinal, intrasynovial, intrathoracic, intrauterine, intravesical, bolus, vaginal, rectal, buccal, 
sublingual, intranasal, and transdermal— 
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Examiner's Comment 

In the notice of allowability of August 1 1, 2008, the examiner indicated that restriction 
between the antibody claims and the medical device comprising the antibody was proper. 
However, the restriction between the two inventions is withdrawn . The medical device of claim 
15 (cancelled in the examiner's amendment) is rejoined with the elected invention and is now 
presented in new claim 96.
